During the early part of his exami- 


nation he told of Miss Ging's partner- 
ship with him in his gambling enter- 
prises. He told of telegraphic corre- 
spondence with Miss Ginjr, and the 
Western Union manager was directed 
to submit conies of these telegrams to 
the court. The loans, Hayward said, 
were bona fide, and the insurance poli- 
cies were secured at Miss Ging's sug- 
gestion. 
Adry had said that he had 


never met Miss Ging, but Harry de- 
clared that it was his brother who 
held up the buggy near Lake Calhoun 
and robbed Miss Ging1, Miss Vedder 
and himself. Harry not only claimed 
that Adry was the highwayman, but 
that he found his watch in Adry's pos- 
session.

This desire could not long act alone. It 
soon had a cocsort in his soul—a desire 
for freedom. He learned to read and 
write without the advantage of a school, 
and at the age of 21 he was a passenger 
on the underground railroad on his way 
to liberty. He landed in Massachusetts 
where he heard the hum of industry. 
It was the song of death to slavery. 


While 
in that 
state he 
heard 


the doctrine proclaimed that "preju- 
dice 
against 
color 
is 
rebellion 


against God," and he' dedicated his 
life 
to 
freedom. 
He 
became 
fa- 


mous as an orator, and fearful that 
the 
fugitive 
slave law would reach 


him and return him to his master, he 
sailed for England, where he became 
popular, and in 1845 his friends there 
subscribed £150, which Mr. Douglass 
used to purchase his freedom in due 
form of law. He lived to see the frui- 
tion of his hopes, to see the slaves of his 
color freed from their chains and vindi- 
cate their manhood, their courage and 
their patriotism on the field. The first 
colored men to enlist in the Fifty-fourth 
and Fifty-fifth colored regiments were 
two sons of Frederick Douglass. 


Surely the history of Fred Douglass, 


and the history of the period in which 
he lived, should be interesting history 
for our young people to study.

period of time. The committee on ap- 
propriations had reported an amend- 
ment to strike out the two items for 
the maintenance and education of In- 
dian children at Hampton, Va., and at 
the Lincoln institution of Philadel- 
phia, on the grounds that denomina- 
tional Indian schools were to be aban- 
doned, and there should be no dis- 
crimination in favor of those two. 
The result of the struggle Was, how- 
ever, the defeat of the committee on 
appropriations, and the retention in 
the bill of these two schools. 


At 6 p. m. adjournment was taken 


for two hours, the evening session to 
be for the consideration of a bill au- 
thorizing the issue of bonds to the 
amount of $7,500,000 for the extension 
of the sewer system of the city of 
Washington. 


The resolution for such recess was 


antagonized in the morning hour by 
Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.), who in the 
course of his remarks, asserted that 
the secretary of the treasury had no 
authority in law to issue the bonds 
provided for recently; that the law 
under which he claimed such authority 
had been repealed and that such bonds,

HOUSE. 


Sixteen democrats united with the 


republicans and populisms of the house 
yesterday to sustain the senate amend- 
ment to the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill, which directs the 
president to contract for the construc- 
tion of a cable to the Hawaiian islands 
from the United States. But they 
were not enough to adopt the motion 
of Mr. Hitt (repi. 111.) that the house 
concur in the amendment, it being de- 
feated, after an bour and a half of de- 
bate, by a vote of 152 to 114, and the 
matter again went to conference. 


The discusssion was not a notable in- 


cident, except in a significant declara- 
tion by Gen. Sickles (dem., N. Y.), who, 
declaring himself to be an annexation- 
ist, said that if he could no longer la- 
bor for the progress of his country 
within party lines, he would break 
them, and go where he could do so. 
He had done this before, and would do 
it again were it necessary. 


The construction of the cable, and 


incidentally the annexation of the is- 
lands, was advocated by Messrs. Story 
(rep., O-X Draper (rep., Mass.), Harri- 
man (rep.. Ore.), Ryan (dem., N. Y.), 
Bartlett (dem., N.Y.) and Sickles (dem., 
N. Y.), and was opposed by Messrs. 
Hooker (dem., Miss.), Harter(dem., O.), 
Tucker (dem.,Va.) and MeCrenry (dem., 
Ky.) 


Consideration was begun of the de- 


ficiency bill, the last ot the general 
appropriation measures for the ses- 
sion, and sixteen pages were passed. 
Amendments were agreed to giving to 
the Field Columbian museum of Chi- 
cago certain portions of th« state de- 
partment exhibit at the World's, fair 
(mostly duplicates) and appropriating 
$8,000 for the employment of tempor- 
ary clerks in the office o£ auditor for 
the post office department to bring up 
the business to date. 


An amendment was offered by Mr. 


Breckinridge and passed, temporarily 
for argument, to pay $425,000 in full of 
all claim* on account of Behring sea 
seizures, in accordance with the agree- 
ment made August 21,. 1894, by Secre- 
tary Gresham and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, British ambassador. 


The conference report on the bill to 


provide for the examination and class- 
ification of mineral lands within the 
Northern Pacific railroad grant in 
Montana and Idaho were agreed to. 


Under a spec ial order made last week

DBTTNKABDS. 


Senator Bogardus Introduces a 


Comprehensive Measure. 


In the Illinois Senate yesterday Sena- 


tor Littler introduced a resolution de- 
ploring the death of Frederick Douglass, 
which was adopted by a rising vote. 


Senator Bogardus introduced a bill to 


provide for the treatment and cure of 
habitual drunkards, under the direc- 
tion and order of the courts of record, 
and providing for the payment of such 
treatment from the public funds and to 
repeal all inconsistent laws. 


The measure is introduced at the re- 


quest of the Keeley Leagues and the 
Woman's Auxiliary Keeley Leagues of 
the State of Illinois. A similar bill will 
also shortly be introduced in the House. 
The bill provides that any friend or rela- 
tive "of a drunkard may petition any 
court of record for leave to send him o 
isr to some institution for the cure ofr 
drunkenness; that the petition must eet 
forth the name, age and condition of the 
individual and also that petitioner is un- 
able financially to incur the expense of 
the treatment. Accompanying the pe- 
tition must be the written agreement of 
the drunkard to attend the institution 
with the statement of at least three resi- 
dent taxpayers of the county that they 
know it to be a proper case for assist- 
ance. If satisfied, the court can issue 
an order committing the drunkard to 
some institution at the county's expense; 
provided, however, that no county shall 
be liable for such treatment a second 
time for the same person. Those entitled 
to the privileges under the act are all 
such as have acquired the habit of using 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquors, or 
opium, cocaine or other narcotics to such 
degrees as to deprive them of reasonable 
self-control. 


Senator Wells' bill prohibiting con- 


victs from manufacturing any article 
that passes in the mouth, and Mr. Coon's 
bill changing the time of holding circuit 
court in Dupage and Kendall counties, 
were advanced to the order of third 
reading. 


A lively discussion followed regarding 


the time to which the senate should ad- 
journ. Joint resolutions were received 
from the house regarding adjournment, 
but non-concurrence was voted. Finally 
the senate adjourned till & o'clock Sat- 
urday evening.

of prey that abound in that region. 


tiome tourists who hud been explor- 


ing the rocks in search of abalones and 
other shell fish discovered the monster, 
which appeared from a distance as 
the,ugh alive and basking in the sun. 
Cpon closer inspection it was discov- 
ered that the carcass, for such it was, 
bail been wounded in many places as 
though large swords had been jabbed 
Into it. Not less than twenty of these 
ng)y wounds were in the belly of the 
hutfc sea mammal. 
i Theso wounds were not the only 
pe( uliarity about the fish, but the odd, 
lifelike position that it had assumed 
was the thing to be wondered at. To 
tin tourists it presented a novel sight, 
lying there right side up, its huge fins' 
extended, and to all appearances alive. 


11 is so far above the low-water mark 


thut it is miraculous how it ever got 
there. This is the second incident of 
this kind in the last five years, and 
though whales are plentiful in Mon- 
terey bay, and occasionally one is cap- 
tin ed by some passing whaler near tho 
wharf in old Monterey, the seldom float 
ashore, especially in the manner of this 
one. 


About three years ago a party of

Bow Co Obtain Rkre Ket>I>. 


To Claude Vantln, a London inventor, 


Is credited a simple method of obtain- 
ing some of the rare metals hi any de- 
sired quantity in an absolutely pure 
state; that is, he finds that aluminum 
will take away the oxygen from the 
oride of almost any other metal, leav- 
ing the latter pure. Metals like chro- 
mium, cobalt, nickel, tungsten, uranium 
and manganese are easily obtained in 
the oxide form, the trouble being to re- 
duce the oxide and get the pure metal. 
Vantin's device, it appears, causes the 
materials to produce their own heat for 
the purpose. Thus the process may be: 
Oxide of chromium taken in a powdered 
form, a certain quantity of lime mixed 
with it, to this mixture being added a 
portion of aluminum reduced to minute 
separate granules, the whole compound 
being then placed in a crucible with a 
magnesia lining, which is placed in a 
furnace. At a certain moderate tem- 
perature tho reaction takes place. 


The Color of One'H Cloth**. 


The color of one's clothing has con- 


siderable to do with his comfort in sum- 
mer or winter. When exposed to the 
sunlight white, it is said, receives 100 
degrees Fahrenheit; pale straw color, 
1<K; dark yellow, 140; light green, 155; 
dark green, 108; Turkey red, 165; blue, 
198, and black,208. Assumingthat this 
table is correct, tho person who dresses 
in light colors during the summer has 
about double the protection from the 
heat that a man or woman in black 
has.—Homeopathic Envoy.

It has been ascertained by an ex- 


tended series of experiments that rye 
and winter wheat will germinate hi 
soil the temperature of which is as low 
as 82 degrees. Barley, oats, flax, clover 
and pease will sprout at SB degrees. 
The turnip Is as cold-blooded as the rye 
and winter wheat, but the carrot needs 
38 degrees and tho bean 40 degrees be- 
fore they will make the initial effort to 
send the life-shoot ia search of air and 
light. 


The Work oa the Bailroads Will 


Begin April 1. 


The officials of the railway mail ser 


vice are hard at work preparing for the 
weighing of the mails. The govern 
ment weighs the mails every four years 
beginning on April 1st and continuing 
thirty days. At the end of thia time 
the weights are averaged and the aver- 
age obtained is taken as the basis of 
payments to the railroad scompanies for 
carrying the mails. The government 
or the company may demand another 
weighing at any time, but this privilege 
is exercised seldom and never unless 
there is a marked increase or decrease 
in the mail traffic. For thirty days the 
mails on every train are weighed. If 
it is very light the mail clerk alone 
may do the weighing. Ordinarily it is 
done by the mail clerk representing the 
government and some office man repre- 
senting the company. 
On the most im- 


portant mail trains each side is repre- 
sented by men selected with special 
reference to their experience and care 
fulness. The company receives so much 
per tnile per cwt. per annum. The pries 
runs from $50 to $200 according to cir- 
cumstances.

KITE MINUS A TAIL. 


Another; Juvenile Tradition Ia 


Laid on tho Shelf. 


Tho Clever Idea of a New Jerie.T Han 


Or Much Value In tbe Weather Serv- 


ice—Aoy Intelligent-Boy Can 


Make One. 


One of the first things learned by 


every boy is that a kite cannot, will 
not fly without a tail. Like most time- 
honored traditions, this kite notion 
held till some one looked into it with 
a scientific eye. Then the whole story 
had to be remodeled. 


The some one in this kite business 


was William A. Eddy, of Ifayonne, N. 
J. He flew no end of kites from the 
top of Blue hill, in the suburbs of Bos- 
ton, the other day with nary a tail on 
any of them. He could have flown a 
hundred, all on one string1, had there 
been men enough to hold them down. 


Mr. TSddy sent up a line of kites, and 


reached a height of about three hun- 
dred and sixty feet. This was alto- 
gether disappointing', and a little in- 
vestigation pointed out the trouble. 
His kites were made for Bayonne 
winds, where twelve miles an hour is 
fast, and the proportions were adapted 
solely to that pressure. On Blue hill

the velocity ran during the morning1 
from twelve to twenty-five miles, and 
this unlooked-for pressure d"ove down 
the kites instead of elevatinp- them. 


Late in the afternoon the wind died 


down and another flight of four kites 
tandem was completely successful. A 
height of 550 feet was attained easily, 
and only a lack of the kites destroyed 
in the morning's experiment prevented 
a higher flight. The top kite main- 
tained its position fixed far away in 
the heavens as if bound by stays. 


The beauty and value of the idea as 


a method of investigation in weather 
science was apparent at once. 
Instru- 


ments could be attached to that top- 
most kite, or on all the kites in the 
string, and simultaHeousxreadinprs, self- 
registered, could be obtained. 
It tvaa 


only a question of durability of ma- 
terial to send up a line of kiies and 
leave them there all the time, record- 
iag with patient inerrancy the truths 
of the atmosphere at a height where 
much is sought and bat little is found. 


The kite is a simple aff&vtM^, 


•traction of which is1 easily'within 


reach of a clever boy, by following1 the 
accompanying diagram and directions. 
A great deal of stress is laid by Mr. 
Eddy on the dimensional proportions of 
the kite. The sticks for any kite of 
about a yard square are of spruce or 
ash and a quarter of an inch square, 
but this extremely slight stick may be 
strengthened by'a brace. 


The sticks a b and c d should be equal 


In length if for flights in strong winds, 
but if in light winds, c d should be the 
longer. 
Mr. Eddy has found that an 


addition of 14 per cent, of a b's length 
to a b is about right for c d. Then c d 
is tied crosslike on a b at a point from 
the end, which is 18 per cent, of the 
total (a b) length. 
The ends of c d are 


then joined by a string-, which is pulled 
taut, drawing c d into the form of a 
bow. 
How taut the string should be is 


learned by experience, but in a stick 
twenty inches long the string will be 
about three inches from the stick in 
the middle. 


Hhe strain comes at the point e, and 


a strengthening stick may be tied 
along the middle, with strings at the 
end of the brace only, so as to allow of 
bending. The frame is then ready foi 
the paper, which should be common 
but strong1 American tissue. The paper 
is glued firmly, with perhaps a wrap 
of twine also, on the four ends of the 
sticks. A wide margin of paper should 
be left in the cutting1, and this margin 
then doubled over and glued down all 
around the edge, as a strengthening 
device. A piece of twine should be 
loosely tied around a b, between e and 
f, EO that it can be shifted up and 
down. It is a bob weight, small as it 
is, which will be needed in the final 
adjustment. 


The cut shows the "wrong" or up- 


per side of the kite. The kite string is 
attached at the point e, but a second 
string from the point b joins it at a 
point which is found as follows: Draw 
the kite string parallel to e d; find a 
point outside of d, ten per cent, of e d, 
farther out, which in the cut is denoted 
by h; join b h, and the kite is ready. 
Get embroidery silk — the only item 
costing money so far — as much as you 
can afford, and then you have your 
kite. The kite string must, of course, 
be ran through the paper at e. 


The kite may not work steadily at 


first, but if the directions have been 
followed a trifling shoving up or down 
of the loose piece of twine between e 
and f will so adjrist the center of grav- 
ity that tne kite will soar presently 
like a bird. The wind strikes the pa- 
per altogether, which bags on each 
side of a— b. The whole thing has a 
striking look of a soaring bird when 
up in the air.

Ex-Senator Henry W. Blair, of New

infinite jest with those who knew him. 
He was a natural born wit and story 
teller, but maintained a gravity of de- 
portment on account of his scholarship 
and intellectual standing as well as 
because of his official position.

are never any roll calls in the senate, 
unless some senator demands the pres- 
ence of a quorum. Senator Blair talked 
ten days against time, in order to {five 
his fi lends opportunity to return to 
Washington and rote for his bill. 
Every day when Blair arose the other 
senators would depart, and Blair would 
talk for three or four hours to an 
empty senate, and to empty galleries. 
Vice President pro tempore Ingalls 
would sit alone with folded arms dur- 
ing1 this senatorial "debate," and the 
shorthand reporters made stenographic 
reports of the speech. After it was all 
over and the bill was defeated, other 
debates were in order, and a number 
of senators began to talk. One day, 
while Senator Sanders, of Montana, 
was speaking, a "call of the senate" 
was ordered upon the request of Sena- 
tor Davis, of Minnesota. Thereupon 
Senator Blair arose, and, with great 
dignity, said: 


"I want to call the attention of the 


senate, and of the country, to the fact 
that during the long and interesting 
debate on the Blair educational bill, it 
was never necessary to have a 'call jf 
the senate,' in order to have a full at- 
tendance of the senate, and crowds in 
the galleries." 


Everybody present laughed. 
But 


that remark is on the official record, to 
make future historians believe that in- 
terested crowds listpned to Senator 
Blair for ten long days, when, as a 
matter of fact, nobody was present ex- 
cept Senator Ingalls and the official re- 
porters. 


One of Blair's Yankee Stories. 


On that occasion, during his long 


speech, to illustrate the acumen of ob- 
scure men, Senator Blair read from a 
New England newspaper, as a part of 
his speech, the following story:

New Hampton, N. H., one evening, 
and driving up to the store at which 
he always traded, in front of which 
there were half a dozen loungers, he 
inquired if anyone had seen his wife 
Polly that day.

Henry C. Hansbrough used to be »

letters for his paper. He came here 
as a member of congress when the state 
of North Dakota, was established. Ou* 
evening fp .TuljMSOO, he said:

"John A. Logan walked Into the of- 


Uuo of the Chicago Tribune one da; 
end told Mr. Medill that he was going 
to be the next senator from Illinois. 
He gave it to Mr. Medill as an item of 
news, but Mr. Medill said it was not 
news, and only Logan's opinion. Gen. 
Logan was elected to the senate in 
January following, and then Mr. Medill 
printed the story. Well, I came in 
here to-night to tell yon that I am to 
be the next senator from North Dako- 
ta, to succeed Senator Pierce. Yon can 
print it as news or as opinion, just as 
you please; but I am telling you a fact 
which is beyond question." 


Senator Hansbrough was elected to 


succeed Senator Piercs, as predicted; 
but when he told me the story, it 
looked improbable enough to be one of 
Dick Bright's fish stories. He has been 
a very good senator, too. He was al- 
ways a hard workingman; struggling 
in youth for bread and butter. Political 
elevation has not changed him. He is 
always up with the sun and never idle. 


A Join im Honest John Irwln. 


Many men try to defraud the gov- 


ernment in the matter of the payment 
of taxes, in customs duties and in other 
ways. Occasionally these men have 
twinges of conscience and send money 
to the secretary of the treasury. Larga 
amounts in the aggregate arc thus re- 
ceived annually, and all such contribu- 
tions are recorded in the books as cred- 
ited to "the conscience fund." The 
broad assertion may be made that all 
of these moneys come from < violators of 
tie law. 


Hon. John N. Irwln, of Iowa, was 


made governor of the territory of Idaho 
in 1833, and visited that country, but 
declined to reside there. He returned 
to Iowa, resumed his business and sent 
his resignation to President Arthur. 
The resignation was not immediately 
accepted, and many months passed be- 
fore a new governor was appointed. 
Finally, in order to settle the treasury 
accounts, a draft was sent to Mr. Irwin 
for 81,800 in payment for his services as 
governor of Idaho. Being an honor- 
able gentleman and scrupulously care- 
ful in such matters, Mr. Irwin indorsed 
the check and returned it to the treas- 
ury department without collecting the 
money.

Mr. Irwin tried in 
vain to have the books changed; but 
there was no other place in the treas- 
ury to put the money, and there it 
stands credited to the "conscience 
fund." It is in no sense discreditable 
to Mr. Irwin, but a matter of really 
great credit to him; for most men 
would have accepted the money. But, 
at the same time, he was annoyed at 
first with the disposition of the check 
which his conscience would not allow 
him to accept. 


A Senator's Good Resolution. 


Senator Pettigrew, of South Dakota, 


was in Washington during the two

AN OLD MURDER CASE. 


A Boy Pardoned by Gov. Altgeld 


—The Reasons. 


Gov. Altgeld Thursday pardoned Wil 


liatn Cozzens, who was convicted in 
Champaign county in 1876 of murder 
and sentenced to the penitentiarj for 
life. The Governor finds that Cohens 
was only 16 years of age when the crime 
was committed, and that the deea was 
really instigated by a man named White, 
B notorious criminal, who received a sen 
tenee of only twenty-five years, r iie 
Govern6r thinks that the ends of justice 
will best be served by the release oC 
Cozzens. 


In 1872 Willis Harrison, a 16-year old 


boy of Champaign, went hunting in tht 
woods north of Urbana. As he did not 
return home, a search was made in tho 
woods and his body was found covered 
with leaves, and the very valuable gun 
which he had taken with him was miss 
ing. For some time not tho slightest 
clew was found, but at the end of seven 
weeks John White, aged 25, was arrested 
on a trivial offense. The sweating pro- 
cess brought from him a confession of 
the murder, implicating himself as an 
accomplice, and William Cozzens, a 16- 
year-old boy, as principal. On Cozzens" 
arrest, he told a similar etory, but a3- 
eused White as principal, and, accord- 
ing to the story of both, the murder was 
committed for no other purpose than to 
secure the gun which young Harrison 
had. One engaged the boy m conversa- 
tion, while the other took the gun and 
killed him. 


MEKRIAM'S BILL. 


Against Catholic Church Special 


Rights. 


SPRINGFIELD, Feb. 21.—In the House 


Merriam introduced a bill repealing the 
acts granting the Catholic church spe 
cial right in the way of holding real 
estate in trust. It is understood it was 
prepared by the A. P. A. leaders. The 
bill is said to be a revolt of the A. P. A. 
of Springfield and Peoria agaiqst the 
Catholics of Rockford and 
Chicago. 


Recently a bill was introduced making 
it a m sdemeanor to belong to the A. P. 
A., and this is a return blow. 


Merriam, in an interview, said the bill 


emanated from himself. 
He was not 


actuated in introducing it by any church 
organization, and was not interested in 
any way with the A. P. A. 
He had dis- 


covered that thsse acts were not gener- 
ally known to be in existence; they were 
unjust to the general public, and grant 
extraordinary powers never granted to 
any church in this country before, since 
the passage of the acts. He wants to place 
the Catholic church on the same plane 
in the future with the other churches in 
respect to the power to acquire and hold 
landa. Now they hold apart large quan- 
tities of land exempt from taxation. 
Merriam estimates that, under these 
special acts, the Catholic 3hurch has 
acquired in the state of Illinois property 
worth between fifty-five and sixty five 
million dollars, without beating any 
portion of its just share of taxation. 


The Longest Metallic Bridge. 
It may not be generally known that 


the great bridge built by the Illinois 
Central railroad across the Ohio river at 
Cairo is the longest metallic bridge in 
tho world, being 33 feet longer than the 
Tay bridge in Scotland. 
The Railway 


Age says the total length of the bi idge, 
including the timber t) estles, is 20,461 
f jet, or 3,875 miles. The bridge proper, 
from center to center of end piers, is 
4,644 feet long, and it is 104.42 feot in 
the. clear above low water, while from 
the bottom of the deepest foundation to 
the top of the highest iron work the dis- 
tance is 249 feet. 
The great structure 


which makes the Illinois Central a con- 
tinuous line from tho northern border of 
Illinois to tho gulf, cost $2,675,458, a sum 
which would build 150 or more miles of 
railway through a prairie country.
